that only a 2 or three day supply 
be put out at one time. Work is 
underway to stabilize the penicil- 
lin to cattle licking, but as yet 
no solution has been found. Claims 
by salesmen that their mixture 
is stable to cattle licking are ex- 
tremely questionable. 

“All commercial products con- 
taining penicillin for the preven- 
tien of bloat should be approved 
by the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, which will not approve 
unless it is known that the peni- 
cillin is stable in the mixture. 
Ask the salesman if his product 
has such approval. 

“Carefully prepared penicillin- 
salt mixtures, offered free choice 
to cattle on legume pasture, con- 
tinue to show excellent results 
in controlling bloat.
